banking resources have grown enor­ 
mously, credit has also been greatly 
inflated1.*- and the demand for money 
is 
grow ing fast in 
all 
directions. 
The am ount of money in circulation 
July I, w as $5,841,000,000, compared 
with $5,385,000-000 a year ago, the 
circulation per eapita 
now 
being 
$54.28, as against $50.86 at the same 
The total deposits of 
the national banks, according to the 
last available statem ent, were $15,- 
903,000,000, an increase of $1,518,- 
000000 in 12 months, while loans and 
discounts increased, in the same period 
$644,000,000. 
Taxation continues to 
draw enormous sums from productive 
activity, and there are no 
signs of 
relief from this burden, 
the govern­ 
ment still being the influential fac­ 
tor in the money 
m arket. 
Next 
conies trade requirem ents, which ow­ 
ing to an extraordinarily profitable 
harvest will be exceedingly 
heavy 
during the approaching autum n and 
w inter months. 
The larger 
volume j 
of trade and the high level of values 
combined will 
put) a much heavier 
load upon the banks than ever before. 
Another financial problem of great 
importance is the granting of foreign 
I credits, which are absolutely im pera­ 
tive for the continuance of our ex­ 
port trade. 
G overnm ent aid in this 
direction has been about exhausted, 
but local bankers are carefully devis­ 
ing plans for m eeting this situation

The restoration of Europe

The carving is on the 
front of the pole and in sorpe of the 
totem poles placed am ong the Haida 
villages, where many of the best speci­ 
mens are found, 
a doorway is cut 
through the trunk of the totem for 
egre.ss and ingress. 
Some odd poles 
are surmounted by tall hats of the 
“Boston” 
man. 
In early 
days the 
whlta traders were called “Boston” 
men and the Indians took this way of 
showing the fam ily’s association with 
them. 
Many of the most interesting 
of 
Alaska’s 
totems 
are 
over 
the 
graves of shamen. 
As these chiefs or 
medicine men are buried above ground 
the large wooden animals on top of 
the boxes are carefully carved and 
wonderfully painted. 
Though the totem poles of Ketchi­ 
kan are of interest some of a higher 
order are found at Wrangell, the old 
Hudson Bay Trading Post, at which 
the boat stops later on. 
Hunters from 
all parts of the world assemble period.
